This communication is in response to a notice of abandonment dated January 14, 
2000, which set forth the reason for the holding of abandonment as applicant's failure to file 
fomial drawings m this application. Applicants have yet to receive the notice of abandonment, 
since the notice was mailed to the former address of applicant's attorney/agent of record. Copies 
of a Notice of Change of Correspondence and Fee Address, as filed on June 11, 1 999, and the 
return receipt post card evidencing the filing date, are enclosed herewith. 

Applicants did in fact timely file fomial drawings in this application on April 17, 
1998, which was prior to the June 15, 1998 expiration of the period for paying the issue fee.

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Formal Drawings, as filed on April 17, 1998, including 44 sheets of fonnal drawings and a copy 
of the return receipt post card evidencing the April 17, 1998 filing date. 

It is therefore submitted that applicant timely filed the formal drawings in this 
application, and the formal drawings were twice lost or misplaced by the United States Patent 
and Trademark Office. Therefore, grounds for abandonment do not in fact exist.
